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LIGHT NOTE’S LAST START. 

OLD RACER RUNS AWAY, BREAKS A 
LEG AND IS DESTROYED. 

Keator Narrowly Escapes Defeat — Lute Fos- 
ter Wins from Ed Kane — Alencon 
at Long Odds. 



New Orleans, La., December 20. — There were 
enough incidents crowded into the running of the 
third race at the Fair Grounds today to make it 
one long to he remembered by race-goers. The field 
was a small one, only four going to the post and 
of them Javanese was probably the most fancied. 
Javanese dashed to the front in the early stages 
and led his opponents until straightened out in the 
stretch, where Ilennessy brought Donna up and took 
the lead and retained it to the end. Jack Dolan 
came from behind with a great stretch run and, 
after a sharp drive, bent Light Note out a neck. 
The latter was ridden by Mountain and his course 
during the running was a zig sag one. Mountain 
appeared unable to get the horse straight and finally 
after the finishing line was passed. Light Note 
swerved across the track to the outside fence and 
fell. Mountain was cut up and bruised, but not 
seriously injured. The horse scrambled to his feet 
and continued around the track at a good stiff pace. 
After he bad gone five miles his owner, W. H. 
McMullen, attempted to stop him and was struck 
by the horse with force enough to throw him heav- 
ily to the ground. 

Light Note in the meantime made another lap 
of th? track and, while entering the backstreteh 
on hi- - seventh mile, he snapped his off foreieg just 
below the knee. The old horse was then caught, 
taken off the track and in a few minutes a bullet 
had ( tided his misery. The judges held back the 
official placing, awaiting Mountain to weigh in. A 
valet was hurried across the track to secure the 
trappings which Light Note wore in the race. 
These were brought back to the scales and Mountain 
finally made weight and the red sign was drop|>ed. 

Keator was a 3 to 5 favorite in the six furlongs 
handicap. He carried heavy commissions for the 
big operators and Brussel, who rode, gave them 
cold chills by taking him back to last place directly 
the barrier was sprung. Before they had gone a 
furlong the favorite was eight or ten lengths back 
of the leader and apparently out of the struggle. 
Entering the stretch Brussel brought Keator up on 
the outside and in the stretch run, the favorite 
came with a great burst of speed, which secured 
him first place by a small margin from Sally Dres- 
ton. 

Alfred Hennen Morris and Robert Walden, Jr., 
purchased the stallion Masterson this afternoon and 
presented the horse to the breeding bureau of the 
state of Louisiana.

CONTRASTED TWO-YEAR-OLD RACING. 

Crack English Youngsters Worked Much Less 
Than in this Country. 

In England the highest class of owners do not 
race two-year-olds as In this country. Even the 
English use of good youngsters is considered to lie 
excessive, as this criticism and comment by a writer 
in the London Sportsman shows: 

' * Wool Winder is all right hecanse he only ran 
twice as a two-year-old. and I do not think there 
is a doubt hut that lie would have collapsed had 
he lieen pressed into harder work last year. Gal- 
vani ran seven times last year and was nearly 
ruined, for it was not until the autumn had ar- 
rived that toe recovered his powers and he re- 
ouired the most tender treatment. Polar Star ran 
twelve times last year and see the result, etc. The 
Derby also fell to Orby, w'hicta only ran twice last 
.'.ear, and Slieve Gallion, which won the Two Thous- 
and, was only seen out four times, though that 
was probably once too many.”

Pink Star for New Orleans Racing— Young’s 
Lot for Memphis. 

Lexington. Ky., December 20.— J. Hal Woodford 
has shipped the Kentucky Derby winner. Pink Star, 
to trainer W. H. Fixer at New Orleans, the horse- 
man now training seven other horses at the Ores- 
cent City track for Woodford, one of which is 
Pinkola. Pink Star has been gelded since he last 
raced, and left Kentncky in prime condition. Plr.- 
kola is not engaged in the Kentucky Derby, much 
to Woodford’s regret. Woodford now has only five 
yearlings in training. Three are by Pink Coat, the 
sire of Pink Star and Pinkola. The latter brilliant 
performer is not a “figure hors"'” on either his sire 
or his dam's side. Pink Coat comes from the line 
that produced Aerolite, Spendthrift’s dam, while 
Pinkola's dam, Wyohi, is a member of the Picayune 
family. 

C. W. Moore’s fast mare. Golden Glitter, Is at 
last, surely in foal to Perry Belmont's great horse, 
Ethotberf. Moore will replace Ingoldshy at Mere 
Hill Stml whenever lie secs a chance to purchase the 
right kind of a horse. He now has thirty-one mares, 
most too many to rely on for service of outside 
stallions. 

Boxer will not come to Kentucky to winter, as his 
owner, W. Showalter, first contemplated, the George- 
town breeder having concluded to let the gelding 
remain at .Sbeepshead Bay in charge of trainer 
Frank Friable, who will race the son of Box for 
Showalter again next season. 

W. J. Young, whose stable is now quartered here, 
will ship his Latonia Derby winner. The Abbot, 
aud twenty-one other horses now in his stable to 
Memphis, Tenn., to winter. Young has a Derby 
horse this year in the colt Great Pirate, which 
won six races last season. 

Lueasta, the banner broodmare of 1907 as a pro- 
ducer of race winners for this one season, was sold 
hete in the fall of 1906 by the executors of the 
estate of the late €f. F. McMeekin for $350. The 
mare has out five winners this season in Fonsoluca, 
Warte Nicht, Foneasta, Tarvo and Kinders. The 
first three are by Fonso, while the latter two are 
by Woolstborpe. It Is claimed Lucasta’s mark of 
five race winners In one season is the record. 

Mareclial Neil, II. H. Stanhope’s full-sister to 
Richard Croker’s Rhoda B., the dam of the Epsom 
Derby winner, Orby, and Rhodorn, was not bred 
last spring. She foaled April 20, but before Stan- 
hope got word his booking of her to the French 
horse Adam had beeu accepted, it w’as then far 
into May and as a consequence the mare was not 
bred at all last year. Her weanling colt by Water- 
cress is looked upon by horsemen as likely to 
outsell any yearling put up at public sale next 
summer.

BY WINNING UNEXPECTEDLY AND

Oakland. Cal., December 20. — Race-goers at Oak- 
land are being seriously handicapped and the sport 
impaired by the everchanglng track conditions. As 
in previous years, the lower class horses so numer- 
ously engaged In these days of rain and mud, fur- 
nish the majority of the upsets and form reversals 
and are the disturbing drawbacks to the local sport. 
Horses of this kind that participated in the first 
and fifth races this afternoon are recognized mem- 
bers of the “chemical” brigade. They participate 
exclusively in these nnguessable go-as-you-please af- 
fairs and arc not taken seriously by the stewards. 

Slvouid Macbeth and Oliolk Hedrick, respectively, 
the two winners which unexpectedly won, have 
their running so radically reversed that they should 
finish Inst in their next essay, it would excite no 
comment. Aside from these contests, today’s racing 
was far aliove the average in excellence. Many 
good horses were engaged in four races. In lieu 
of a single stake fixture the card contained two 
attractive purse races, both of which developed 
high-class sport. 

St. Avon, the second choice, at 18 to 5, won the 
first at five and a half furlongs from Marian Casey, 
the favorite, with Walter Miller up, after a long 
and exciting stretch drive, and A. Muskoday at 
odds-on, captured the latter under the same jockey’s 
hard efforts. This was Miller’s second winning 
mount on a favorite, having previously scored with 
King of Mist in the mile and an eighth selling 
race. 

Exquisite weather prevailed and the attendance 
was very large. 

Thirty-seven books handled the ring business. 

Midmont and Maxtress, announced starters for 
the opening race, did not show up in the paddock 
until betting had progressed for ten minutes. Bets 
were declared off and twenty minutes additional 
time allowed to make a new book. The tardy ar- 
rivals were ordered withdrawn and their respective 
trainers fined $50 each for being late. 

Mose Goldblatt lias wired from New Orleans to 
Secretary Percy W. Treat for fifteen stalls, which 
were immediately reserved for his use. Goldblatt 
will ship immediately to Oakland. Three of Bur- 
lew & O’Neill’s racers are to be Included in the 
shipment. Presumably Juggler, Keep Moving and 
Dasha v, ay, which are extensively entered in local 
stakes.

Harbottle was in New Orleans last 
Saturday, but eluded arrest by leaving that city, 
presumably for Los Angeles, Cal. While a heavy 
shortage has been discovered in his accounts as 
treasurer of the Hunt Club, that organization is 
relying upon the bonding company to locate the 
missing man. Harbottle was a member of the On- 
tario Jockey Club and other organizations in which 
lie was well known.

GERMANY’S CLASSIC SILVER SHIELD. 



The Silver Shield, the aim of every German 
sportsman, has gone for five years consecutively to 
the representatives of Messrs. Weinberg, and has 
definitely become their property. The conditions 
of the race in 1909 have just been published. The 
valuable trophy, always awarded in the presence 
of the emperor of Germany, has secured a large 
number of entries. Ten have been made in the 
name of Messrs. Weinberg, including Desir and 
Faust, and also five yearlings, among which is 
Fervor, a son of Festa. thought well of at home. 
A curious case has arisen. Loekente. a Graditz 
mare, was bought for $1,000 at the last Strasberg 
meeting by Richard Waugh. The conditions of the 
sales organized by the fiscal stud from time to 
time set fortli that thoroughbred mares can only 
l*o sold to Germans who undertake not to sell, 

exchange or hire outside of Germany their purchase 

without the special permission of the Master of the 
Horse. Loekente remains in Germany, but her 

actual owner is an alien. The question arises as 
to whether the vendor had the right to sell the 
mare, and whether the purchaser is not, as an 
alien, bound to accept the conditions of the Graditz 
sales as to the export of Loekente. Tills Is a 
problem for the amateur lawyers of the turf, 

who surely exist In Germany as they do elsewhere. 



About the brown colt by Disguise — St. Mild- 
red, said to ba the sensationally tried • youngster 
of the Keene lot, an eastern reporter writes this: 
“There Is no doubt but that the colt is the fancy 
of the stable people. If there is a second Colin in 
the lot, it may well be this one. He is a handsome, 
-racy looking fellow with a fine head and shoulders 
that stand out like those of an old horse. He 
shows great depth through the heart and girth, 
and a middle piece that even when he is fit, will 
scarcely show any signs of being tucked up.

St. Mildred, the dam, has produced so far, Knight 
Errant, by Trenton, the dead Australian sire. She 
was bred in England by Mr. J. S. Harrison, by St. 
Simon, out of Lady Fitxjames, by Scottish Chief, 
out of Hawthorn Bloom, by Ketlledrum. 

Of seme of the others in the Keene lot of ten 
colts, fourteen fillies and four geldings, the same 
writer says: 

“The chestnut filly by Voter, out of Cinderella, 
half-sister to Peter Pan and full sister to Early 
and Often, is built on the order of a stallion. She 
is heavily made all over. Has fine speed Hues and 
looks the peture of her sire. Voter. 

“A half-brother to Superman is a grandly built 
chestnut by Disguise, out of Anomaly. This 
colt shows the best of racing lines with neck and 
shoulders and middle piece as good as ever were 
put on a colt. His quarters are extra heavy for a 
two-year-old, and he has been highly tried. 

“A racy -looking colt, showing size and quality, 
is the brown by Ben Brush, out of that speedy mare 
Cap and Bells. He is built on the finest of lines 
all through, especially his quarters and stifle, which 
stand out and give him an air of distinction.
